In response to your requests for records pursuant to the California Public Records Act (Cal. Govt. 
Code 886250, et seq., hereafter “CPRA” or the “Act”), received on September 19 and 20, 2020, the 
Office of the Inspector General (OIG) sent you a letter dated October 13, 2020, providing documents 
relating to some, but not all, of your requests. Your remaining requests sought the following 
categories of records: 


(i) copies of all OIG reports not yet linked-to from the OIG’s website, including 2019 and 
2020 reports, and possibly existing reports published earlier than 2013; 

(vi) agendas, minutes, sign-in sheets, agenda packets, materials distributed, PowerPoint 
presentations, videos played, and similar material pertaining to 2020 meetings of the Risk 
Management Executive Committee; 


The OIG is cognizant of its responsibilities under the Act. It recognizes the statutory scheme was 
enacted in order to maximize citizen access to the workings of government. The Act does not 
mandate disclosure of all documents within the government’s possession. Rather, by 

specific exemption and reference to other statutes, the Act recognizes that there are boundaries where 
the public’s right to access must be balanced against such weighty considerations as the right of 
privacy, a right of constitutional dimension under California Constitution, Article 1, Section 1. The 
law also exempts from disclosure records that are privileged or confidential or otherwise exempt 
under either express provisions of the Act or pursuant to applicable federal or state law, per California 
Government Code Sections 6254 and 6255. The OIG has conducted an inquiry and search for 
responsive records and responds as follows: 


Request 
Copies of all OIG reports not yet linked-to the OIG’s website, including 2019 and 2020 reports, and 


possibly reports published earlier than 2013. 


Response 
Upon seeking clarification from you regarding this request, additional efforts have been undertaken to 


locate OIG reports prior to 2013. At present, it is estimated that the entirety of such records may be 
provided to you within approximately four months from the date of your initial request for records on 
September 19 and 20, 2020. However, please be advised that this is merely an estimate and may not 
be met should unforeseen circumstances arise; should that be the case, you will be notified prior to the 
expiration of the identified four-month period of a revised estimate. 


Request 
Agendas, minutes, sign-in sheets, agenda packets, materials distributed, PowerPoint presentations, 


videos played, and similar material pertaining to 2020 meetings of the Risk Management Executive 
Committee. 
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Response 
The OIG has identified multiple responsive documents in connection with this request, some of which 


are exempt from disclosure under the CPRA and others of which are attached to this letter. The 
documents not included here are exempt from disclosure pursuant to the following Government Code 
Sections: 6254(a), which exempts preliminary drafts, notes, or interagency or intra-agency 
memoranda that are not retained by the public agency in the ordinary course of business, if the public 
interest in withholding those records clearly outweighs the public interest in disclosure; 6254(c), 
which exempts personnel, medical, or similar files, the disclosure of which would constitute an 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy; and 6254(k)/California Penal Code Section 832.7(a), which 
together exempt the personnel records of peace officers and custodial officers and records maintained 
by any state or local agency pursuant to [California Penal Code] Section 832.5, or information 
obtained from these records. Additionally, please be advised that some of the material contained in 
the documents that are attached has been redacted to the extent necessary to protect any information 
contained therein that is exempt from disclosure under the CPRA, pursuant to the same Government 
Code and California Penal Code sections identified above. The determination that these exemptions 
apply was made by Inspector General Mark P. Smith, with guidance from the Office of the Los 
Angeles City Attorney.
